The Tropical 
Pavilion offers a striking contrast to Edmonton 
climate. Here,an 18 foot waterfall is surrounded by 
exotic flowers, palm, rubber and fruit trees typical of 
that climate. Fleshy succulents and flowering cacti 
dominate the Arid Pavilion which exhibits how the 
harsh environment of the desert still supports 
intriguing and beautiful plant life. Displays in 
the Temperate Pavilion include a cross- 
section of plants from nine forest regions 
across Canada, and especially those 
native to Alberta. The fourth pyramid 
houses the special Show Pavilion 
which features unique ornamental 
displays of flowering plants 
depending on the season. Seven 
shows are held yearly.

JOHN WALTER 
MUSEUM 


When John Walter built the first home on the south 
side of the North Saskatchewan in 1874, little did he 
realize the modem city that would grow up and 
around his modest home. The John Walter Site is 
now a reminder of Edmonton’s earliest days. Here, in 
1879, the first telegraph office was located. Here, a 
refuge was found in the anxious days of the 
Northwest Rebellion. From here too, James Mowatt 
set off on his 36 hour ride to Calgary to obtain help for 
the Edmonton Community. The John Walter site lets 
you see Edmonton from the beginning — by getting 
to know one of its first settlers.

PARKS 


Edmonton parks are open from dawn to 11 p.m. 
Wood is provided where campfire and picnic 
areas are located. 


LAURIER PARK — 

has complete picnic facilities including open-fire 
areas and grated barbeques. Picnic areas can be 
reserved for groups by calling Edmonton Parks 
and Recreation. 


BORDEN PARK — 


along with complete picnic area and open and 

closed fire facilities, also has a supervised outdoor 
pool, wading pools, fully equipped playground, 
baseball diamonds, volleyball standards and two 
basketball backboards. Picnic areas can be 
reserved for group activities. 


VICTORIA PARK — 


includes an 18-hole golf course and driving range 
as well as horseshoe pits and cricket pitch. The 
complete picnic facilities can also be reserved. In 
the winter, skating in an outdoor area is free to the 
public. Parking is available for 150 cars. 


WILLIAM HAWRELAK PARK — 


features a large man-made lake stocked with 
rainbow trout open to fishing for children or 
adults with children. In the winter the lake 
becomes a skating area with heated indoor 
pavilion for changing. The park also has 
paddleboats, an “Adventure” playground, 
concession and a variety of picnic facilities 
including two indoor sheiters and barbeques. 


EMILY MURPHY — 

located on the south banks of the North 
Saskatchewan, has complete picnic facilities and 
playground area. A large and small toboggan run 
is available during the winter months. 


QUEEN ELIZABETH PARK — 


has a supervised outdoor pool as well as 
complete picnic facilities and barbeque grates. 


WHITEMUD PARK — 


is a very natural picnicking area located on the 
Whitemud Creek. Special attractions include a 
hang gliding area in the summer and creek 
skating in the winter. The Whitemud Riding 
Academy, also located in the park, can be 
booked for trail rides, hay rides and sleigh rides by 
phoning the Academy. 


KINSMEN PARK — 


besides complete picnicking facilities includes a 
“Fitness Trail” for jogging with interim exercise 
spots. In close proximity is the Kinsmen 
Fieldhouse providing indoor tennis courts, 
jogging track and field facilities. Call the 
Fieldhouse for times available. 


RUNDLE PARK — 


is an exciting new park developed on the eastern 
edge of the City. It contains a spacious Family 
Recreation Centre, eight tennis courts, sports 
fields, and is adjacent to an 18-hole golf course. 
Paddleboats, canoeing, fishing, and ice-skating 
will be some of the activities enjoyed in this 
beautiful setting which incidentally, was reclaimed 
from a former dumping ground.

SWIMMING AND TENNIS: 


Edmonton has numerous tennis courts located in 
various areas of the city as well as indoor and 
outdoor pools which provide lessons at all levels 
and public swimming time. 


GOLF COURSES: 


Three city owned golf courses operate from dawn 
to dusk providing equipment rental, pro-shops, 
concessions and instruction if desired. 


CROSS COUNTRY AND 

NATURE TRAILS: 

Cross country ski trails totalling approximately 30 
km are located throughout the North 
Saskatchewan River valley at Terwillegar Park, 
Buena Vista Flats, Kinsmen Park, Forest Heights, 
Riverside Golf Course and Kinnaird Ravine. In 
addition, the Kinnaird Ravine has an extensive 
nature trail system and fitness trail. 


CAMPING: 


Facilities are available at the Rainbow Valley Park . 
(for tents only) and the Klondike Valley Tent and 
Trailer Park. Campgrounds have complete 
washroom and shower facilities, barbeques and 
campfire areas.
